Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
presently claimed process for the continuous preparation of propylene glycols is 
unobvious over the prior art of record because the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest continuously preparing propylene glycols, wherein the presently claimed 
subsequential steps (i) through (iii) are carried out. Such a modification allows for the 
usage of crude propylene oxide (produced from propylene and hydrogen peroxide), 
along with by-products of propylene glycol, instead of pure propylene oxide, which 
ultimately renders a more efficient and cost-effective continuous process for preparing 
the desired propylene glycol. All claims (1 0-22) are allowed.
